Manzanillo on July 13.

HAVANA, July 25.—The full official 


details of the battle fought between 
Bayamo and Manzanillo on July 13 has 
been received here. 
Gen. Campos 


started for Bayamo on July 13 with 
one batallion known as that of Isabel 
the Catholic; three companies of the 
sixth peninsular batallion, one com- 
pany of engineers, two companies of 
mounted guerillas and 1.200 men com- 
manded by Gen. Santocildes. 


Anot Maceo, Bartolotne Masso.Rabbi, 


and other prominent insurgentleaders, 
with a forre of 7,000 men, were wait^ 
ing for them and opened the battle 
on the road between Buyocito and 
Da til 


The rebels had 400 killed and wound- 


ed, among them being- Gen. Rabbi, CoL 
Machado, Capt. 
Belisario 
Ramirez, 


Com. Moncada and three others. . 


Gen. Santocildes, who was in the 


vanguard, received two bullets in the 
breast and in the forehead. He was 
killed. 
Campos then took command 


and broke the insurgent ranks, after 
which he formed his men into a square 
and marched thus a distance of two 
leagues to Bayario, where he now is. 
He carried with him the bodies of Gen. 
Santocildes and Adjt. Sotomayer. The 
insurgents had taken up positions and 
deployed 
their 
lines 
on a stock 


farm. These positions were very advan- 
tageous, and they continued the fight 
for six hours. 
It ended at Mabay 


creek. 
"When the level ground was 


reached, 
the Spanish 
troops were 


charged by a force of more than 3,000 
cavalry under command of Maceo, 
while the rebel infantry attacked the 
Spanish rear guard and there the bat- 
tle lasted flve hours longer.

hand to hand fight, the insurgent^' ob- 
ject being to break Campos' square- 
Lieut. Col. Vacquero was wounded, as 
\vere Kan Martin, Lolo lienitz, Traves- 
ti, CapL Tomas and two lieutenants. 
Seventy soldiers were either killed or 
wounded.

The Tramp Nuisance. 


In spite of the revival of industry all 


over the country, the tramp nuisance 
still continues. 
It proves that tbe 


number of those who can work, but 
who will not work, is on the increase. 
Steps should accordingly be taken to 
make them work—or, at least to rid 
the com in unity of them. For each re- 
curring day brings its quota of crime 
committed, in various parts of the 
country, by these vicious nomads, the 
victims 
of 
their rascality too fre- 


quently being defenseless women and 
still more helpless children. 


Last year the ordinary number of 


tramps was aggravated by the crowds 
of persons thrown out of employment 
owing to thedeprets'on of business, and 
there, was no adequate machinery to 
handle the unusual number. 
Free 


soup kitchens, free lodgings and all the 
incidents of an obsolete and discredited 
system of charity were set in operation. 
There is nothing more definitely and 
universally established than the fact 
tint gratuitous giving does more harm 
than good. 
Whatever spark of self- 


respect these men may have had was 
extinguished, and many who had re- 
tained a desire to remain useful citi- 
zens became confirmed tramps. 


Iu Germany and in England an en- 


lightened public sentiment has resulted 
in the establishment of anti-begging 
societies, tho members of which pledge 
themselves to give nothing to a beggar. 
Instead of this, they take his name and 
address and report the facts to the 
bureau of charity for the di&trict in 
which he may reside. His case is in- 
vestigated; and if he prove worthy the 
necessary assistance is given him. But 
ho does not redeive anything for noth- 
ing, unless he be disabled; he must 
give work in return for the assistance. 
The worthy should be given a chance, 
and should be paid something. 
But 


they should not be paid enough to per- 
suade others to give up their regular 
employment, or to attract the unem- 
ployed from other places. Such relief 
should be temporary, 
and below the 


market rate of wages. 


But, unfortunately, while some of 


these men are deserving of assistance, 
the great majority do not desire to 
work—they seek to make a living out 
of the community without giving any- 
tiling in return. 
They infest houses 


and make pathetic requests to passers- 
by for the price of a meal or a bed. It 
is, of course, easier to grant their re- 
quest than to refuse it; and there are 
many who do not realize that by so do- 
ing they are contributing to the cause 
of pauperism and crime. Those who 
really desire to be self-supporting do 
not beg at houses or on the streets, but 
apply where they know they will be 
assisted to work. Tho others should 
be made to work. 
In many towns 


tramps are now being arrested and set 
to work up m the streets and highways. 
They arc given food and sheitjr; but 
they have to work for these. They us- 
ually shun such places and go where a 
less enlightened but more generous 
policy prevails. Let all tramps every- 
where have fair warning that they will 
uot be allowed to roam about with im- 
punity. 
The danger is imminent; the 


necessity of immediate action pressing. 
Indiscriminate giving must be discon- 
tinued; scientific charity must bo up- 
held. Only thus can this social disease 
be stamped out, and the daily record of 
crimes by tramps rediued to a mini- 
mum,—Philadelphia 1

Washington, Ohio. He was the father 
of ten children. 


(S) Ozias Burr, of Bridgeport, Con- 


necticut, born May 1, 1739, died Sep 
ternber 7, 1836. 'He was the father of 
ten children. 


(4) John Burr, of Fairfleld, Connecti- 


cut, born in 1700, died is 1753, was tbe 
father of twelve children. 


(5) John Burr, of Fairfield, Connecti- 


cut, born in May, 1673, died in 1727; he 
was the father of five children. 


(0) Nathaniel Burr, of Fairfield, Con- 


necticut, born in -Springfield, 
Massa- 


chusetts, in 1040, made a freeman in 
Fairfield, Connecticut, in 1664, died 
March 1, 1712.

born September 20, i 1SS3, in Pomf ret, 
Conn., has a war-record in the late 
civil war, of which anyone might be 
proud. 


(2) Peter Grosvenor was born 
in 


Pomf ret in 1794, and emigrated to Ohio. 
He had four sons; all distinguished in 
the civil war of 1S01, and one of them 
died in the war. 


(3) Colonel Tuomas Grosvenor, born 


September 20, 1744, was graduated-at 
Yale in 1795, and was a lawyer at 
Pomf ret. 
He was a second lieuteniin 


in Putnam's regiment at Bunker Hill. 
He was at the rail fence from the re- 
doubt to "the Mystic river, and was shot 
through the right hand ; but not until 
he had dropped nine British soldiers 
with his rifle. He remained in the war 
nntil its close, and was promoted until 
he reached a colonelcy. 


(4) John Grosvenor, 
born May 22, 


1711, died in 1808. 


(5) Ebenezer Grosvenor, born in 1679, 


died about 1726. 


(G) John Grosvenor, born in England 


iu 1642, died in 1091. 


The Duke of West Minster, the rich- 


est peer in England, has the family 
name of. Grosvenor, and the Grosvenors 
of this country are descended from the 
same stock. 


The Grosvenor family in England 


seem to be at the zenith of wealth, 
power and glory. On December 12, 1894, 
Prince Adolphus of Teck, married Lady 
Margaret 
Evelyn 
Grosvenor, 
third 


daughter of the Duke of Westminster. 
Queen Victoria presented the bride 
with a diamond brooch, and a- solid 
silver salver, and sent these gifts by a 
special messenger.

coats of arms from England, and the 
facts here given, are reproduced from 
books in the possession of the writer, 
without the knowledge or consent of 
the families described, and they will 
know nothing of this article, until they 
see it in print.

Master Slmon'b. Inn, the Plowing Source 


—"Good" Entertainment for Man a'nd 
Beast"— lenut over the riverside by. the 
ferry, a mile and a half above Pontuglos 
town. Tho fresh water of Cuckoo Iliver 
mot the Halt Chnuneltide right mider its 
windows, by the wooden ladder where 
Muster Sluiou chained 
his .ferry-boat. 


Fourteen uilkm inland, a brown 
trout- 


Ktreaui siugiug down from the moors, 
plunged over 11 ludpe of rock into the cool 
depths of Cuckoo Valley, Thenceforward 
It ran by beds of sundew, water-mint and 
nsiihodol, under woods so steeply converg- 
ing that the traveler upon the ridges 
heard It us tho trickle of water In a cav- 
ern. But just nbove Mnatcr Simon'a inn 
tho valley widened out into arable and 
gray pasture land, and the .'iver, too, 
widened and grow deep enough to flout 
up vessels of nmnll tonnage at the spring 
tides. In summer, from the bow-window 
of his coffee-room, Master Sitnon could 
follow its course down through the mead- 
own to the. church tower of Fonteglos nnd 
the shipping congregated thore-ahout the 
wharves, aud. watch in tho middle dis- 
tance the sails of u bnrge TT shallow 
trading-ketch moving among the hay- 
makers. 
Hut from November to March, 


when the floods were out, 'Jie Flowing 
Source stood above nu inland sea, with a 
haystack or two for lesser islets. Then the 
river's course could he told only by a line 
of stakes on which the i«*ld fowl rested. 
Tho meadows were cove*d. Only n few 
clumps ot reed rose above the clapping 
water and shook iu the northerly gales. 
Aud then, when uo guests came for wooks

together, and the salt spray crustod the 
panes BO thickly that looking abroad be- 
:amo a weariness of the spirit, Master 
Simon woald reach down his long gun 
from the chimney-piece and polish it, nnd 
having pulled on his wading hoots and 
wrapped a htrge woolen comforter round 
liis throat nnd another round his head, 
would summon his tap-boy, unmoor the 
ferry-boat, and go duck shooting. For iu 
winter birds innumerable haunt tlw> river- 
side here—wild duck, snipe, teal, nnd 
widgeon; curlews, field fares and plovers, 
both green niul golden; '.-ooks, Htnrlings, 
little whlto-rumpe-d sandpipers; herons 
from the upper woods and gulls from sea- 
ward. Master Simon had tine sport In th« 
short days, and the inn might tnke cnre 
of Itself, which it wns perfectly well nhle 
to do. Its foundations rested on sunken 
piles of magnificent girth—:'t>s stout ns 
myself," said Master Simon, .modestly— 
and ou these It stood so high that even the 
great llood of fifty-nine had overlapped 
the kitchen threshold but once, at the top 
of a spring tide with n northwesterly gale 
behind it; and then had retreated within 
tho hour. "It didn't put the tire out," 
boasted Master Simon. 


lie was proud of his iun, nnd for some 


very good reasons. To begin with, you 
would not find another such building if 
you searched England tor a year. It cou- 
elstixl almost wholly of wood; but of such 
wood. The- story went that on a blowing 
afternoon in the late autumn of 15SS two 
Spanish galleons from the Gro.it Aruinda 
—they had 
been driven around Capo 


Wrath—came trailing up tho ostuary and 
took ground just above Ponteglos. Their 
crews lauded nnd marched inl-iud, and 
never returned. Some say the Cornishmen 
cut them off and slew th-em. For my purl, 
I think it more likely that these foreigners 
found hospitality, and very wisely doter- 
miued to setrle in the country. Certain 
lr is, you wilftind in the upland farms 
over Cuckoo Valley a ''ace of folks with 
olive complexions, black curling hair, and 
Southern 
names—Santo, Hugo, Jago, 


Bennett, Jose, * * * 


At all events, the Spanyers (Spaniards) 


never cauie back to their galleons, which 
lay in the ooze by the marsh meadows 
until the very birds forgot to fear them, 
and built in their, rigging. By the Holes 
d'Oleron—which were, MI effect, the mari- 
time laws of that period—all wrecks or 
wreckage belonged to the Crown when 
neither nu owner nor an heir of the late 
owner could be found for it. But in those 
days the king's law traveled 
through 


Cornwall with a halting foot; 
;<o that 


when, in HK);", these galleons were put up 
to auction and sold by the Lord of the 
Manor—who happened to be High Sher- 
Iff-nobody inquired very closely where 
the money went. It is more to the point 
that the timber of them wns bought by 
one Master Blaise—never mind the sur- 
name; he was an ancestor of Simon's, 
«nd n well-to-do wool-comber of Ponte- 
glos. This Master Blaise already rented 
the ferry rights by Flowing Source, nud 
certain rights of fishery above and below; 
nnd having a younger son to provide for, 
he conceived the happy .lotion of this 
hostelry beside the river. For ground reat 
heagreed to carry each Michaelmas to the 
Lord of the Manor one peiluy in a. silk 
puree, and the lord's bailiff, on bringing 
the receipt, was to take annually of Mas- 
ter Blaiso and his heirs one jack of ale 
of the October brewing aud one smoke- 
cured salmon of not less than 
fifteen 


pouud*' weight. These conditions having 
been duly signed, in the year 1GO(», Master 
Blaise laid ^he foundations of his inn 
upon the timbers of one galleon and set 
up the elm keelson of the other for his 
roof-tree. Its stout ribs, curving outward 
aud downward from this 
magnificent 


balk, supported the clincher-built roof, so 
that the upper half of the building appear- 
ttl—ami indeed wns—a large inverted 
hull, decorated with dormer windows, 
brick chimneys, aud a round pigeon-house 
surmounted by a gilded vane. The win- 
dows he took ready-made from the Span- 
lard's bulging stern works. Aud for sign- 
board he hung out between two bulging 
poop lanterns a large bituminous painting 
on panel, that had bwn found ou board 
the larger galleon, nnd was supposed to 
represent the features of her patron, 
Saint Nicholas Prodaneli. But the site 
of the building had always been known as 
Flowing Source, and by this name aud uo 
other Master Blaise's inn was called for 
over two hundred years. 


By this time its timber roof had «.-!oThed 


itself with moss upon the north side, nnd 
ou the west the whole framework inclined 
ovor the river, as though 'he timbers of 
the old galleon regretted their proper ele- 
ment nud strained toward it tenderly, 
quietly, persistoiuly. But -?nreful patch- 
ing and ropnirini; had kept the building to 
all appearance as stout ns ever: and nny 
doubts of it:- stability were dispelled iu n 
moment by a stance at Mastor Simon, 
the landlord. Master Simon's age by par- 
ish register foil short of forty, but he 
looked at least ten years older; n slow 
man with a premising stomach aud a very 
satisfactory balance at the bank: a notn- 
hle breeder of puoc-ns and fisher of e 
Ho could :\lso lirt-w strong ale. and know 
exactly bow salmon =hould b£ broiled. He 
hud hi-ard that the world revolves, and de- 
cided to st.ind still and let it come round 
to him. C'ortaii-.iy n vomiderable number

of pilgrims would; arrive—queer literary 
men in velveteen-coats, who examined n1. 
the rooms ami furniture .MB though they 
meant to innke a bid for the inn complete; 
who-talked with outlandish tongues and 
ordered expensive dinners, and usually 
paid far them next morning,. rather to 
Master Simon's sunwise. It nppwired thnt 
there was once, in the tinu« of Master Si- 
mon's grandfather, a certain pot-boy, at 
the Flowing Source who rnn off into the 
world and became n great poet; and these 
lilgriinagus were mnde In his honor. Mo's- 
:er Simon found this story somehow very~ 
creditable 'to himself, and oame in time 
lo take almost as much pride in it .as in 
lis pigeons and broiled salmon. Regu- 
arly after dinner on these occasions he 
would exhibit an old pewter pint-pot to 
he pilgrimc, and draw their attention to 
the following verse, scratched upon it— 
as he asserted—by the poet's own hand: - 


"Who buys beef buys bones 
Who buys land buys stones 
Who buys eggs buys shels 
But who buys nl" buys nothing els." 


And the pilgrims feigued credulity ac- 


cording as they valued Master Simon's 
ipinlon of their intelligence. 
But most welcome of all were the mer- 


chant captains from Ponteglos, among 
whom custom had made it a point of 
lonor to report themselves at the Flowing 
Source within twenty-four hours after 
dropping anchor by Ponteglos Quay. 
When or why or how the custom arose 
lobody was old enough to remember, but 
a master mariner would as soon have 
:hought of sailing without log or lead-line 
as of putting in and out.of Ponteglos 
without tasting Muster 
Simon's ale— 


'calling for orders," as they put it. Mas- 
ter Simon had never climbed a sen-going 
ship except to shake hands with a friend 
and wish good voyage and return to shore

with the pilot. But the tenk walls of his 
parlor were lined with charts of such 
very remote parts of tho world, nnd his 
shelves with such a quantity of foreign 
ohinii and marine curiosities, and he spciKO 
so ffim'iliurly of Gallapagofl, Bntavin, Gape 
Verde, the Horn, the Straits of Magellan 
and so forth, nnd would.bring his tele- 
scope so knowingly to benr on the gilt 
weather-cock over Ponteglos church tow- 
er, that until you know the truth you 
would have sworn half his life had been, 
spent ou the quarterdeck. And while the 
sen captains—serious men, nttircd in blue 
cloth, wearing rings In ihoir oars—sat 
and smoked canaster and other queer to- 
baccos in painted china pipes, and talked 
of countries whose very names conjured 
np visions of parrots, and curved idols, 
and sharks, and brown natives in flash- 
ing canoes, Master Simon would put a 
shrewd question or two and wag his head 
over the answers as a man who hears just 
what be expected.

He had noticed 
a bad odor in the kitchen for several 
weeks previous to the detectives visit 
to the house. 


This concluded the evidence, the cor-

EVIDENCE DISCOVERED. 


The Backbone of a Human, a Rib and a 


Done With Two Teeth Found In tho 
Holmes Building: In Chicago. 
CHICAGO, July 25.—The backbone of 


a human being was Wedneaday's first 
find of the detectives who are at work 
in the Holmes building in Englewood. 
The second find was a rib; later on 
there was a bone with two teeth, and 
DOW Chief F.adenoch and Inspector 
Fitzpatrick have gone to Englewood 
to direct personally the future search. 


The find was at once reported to In- 


spector Fitzpatrick at the city hall, 
and communicated to Chief ISadenoch. 


The pieces of a human skeleton were 


found in the basement undor the drug 
store, and the diggers are still hard at 
work. 


In the wet earth, mixed -with quick- 


lime, the men saw what appeared to 
be several ribs protruding. They drop- 
ped their shovels and spades and care- 
fully uncovered the bones with their 
bands. 
Seven " ribs 
were 
thus 


taken, out when 
several 
sections 


of the vertebra, and what is described 
as a piece of an upper jaw with two 
teeth attached, were found. ' Eleven 
more ribs were taken out of the places. 
With the ribs they found a portion of a 
woman's jacket, On the jacket was a 
small bunch of hair, too much discol- 
ored by the dirt to give a notion of its 
original'color. 


A glass vial containing about four 


ounces of a fluid was found in the 
same place but its' character has not 
yet been determined. 


Druggist Davis suggested a theory 


that the bones were too small to be a 
part of the skeleton of either of the 
Williams girls and he at once declared 
his belief to be that they were a por- 
tion of the remains of .Mrs. Connor's 
little girl, who disappeared 
when 7 or 


3 vcars old.
